Bowen Sees Tax Relief As Major Asset

tion and increased cost of 
energy as a major problem. 
The Indiana governor, near­ 
ing the end of his first three 
years in office and preparing to 
seek first-time re-election to a 
second four-year term, talked 
in 
an 
interview 
about 
the 
significant assets and deficits of 
his administration. 
He also discussed his im­ 
proved relationships with the 
President and his continued 
disappointment that the state 
has not received what Bowen 
terms “our fair share of the 
federal gas dollar.” 
No. I Achievement 
“I consider the passage of the 
property tax relief program as 
the No. I achievement,’’ Bowen 
said. “It is significant because 
it shifts a considerable burden 
of public education and local 
government to the broader- 
based state level taxes at the 
same time applying restrictions 
to the use of the property tax to 
keep it down.’’ 
“Another significant part in 
reference to finances is that the 
sales tax is taken off food,” the 
governor said. “The importance 
of that has been multiplied 
Inflation has caused food prices 
to be up and if the sales tax 
had been on food it would have 


been on the people who could 
least afford it.” 
In listing disappointments, 
Bowen said “If I have had one 
surprise, I suppose it is the 
number of times you are forced 
to react rather than orderly 
plan and implement. Another 
disappointment is the increased 
cost for utilities and energy. It 
is not a local program, not a 
state problem, not a national 
problem. It is an international 
problem.” 
No Cheap Energy 
Bowen 
said 
he 
believes 
“people are beginning to realize 
there is no such thing as cheap 
energy or cheap fuel and the 
likelihood of it returning as a 
cheap item is very remote.” 
“Another big disappointment 
is lack of getting our fair share 
of the federal gas tax dollar,” 
Bowen said. “This is going to 
create mountainous problems 
with maintainence programs on 
our highways. For a long while 
we were only getting about 41 
cents back on the dollar that 
our Hoosier citizens paid into 
the federal government by the 
four-cent 
a 
gallon 
tax 
on 
gasoline.” 
“When the impounded funds 
were released, our income went 
to about 47 cents back on the 
dollar and that is essentially 
where we remain,” the gover­ 
nor said. “We have growled 
often, long and hard and the 


President has listened and has 
publicly stated that he favors 
return of at least one cent of 
the four back to the states but 
he is not very optimistic about 
Congress doing any more than 
that — and maybe not even 
that.” 
Bowen included “establish­ 
ment of better communication 
with the federal government” 
in his list of adm inistrative 
assets but his comments made 
clear that he referred more to 
President Ford than to Con­ 
gress. 
“I 
have 
had 
the 
opportunity and pleasure of 
several 
personal 
interviews 
with the President and mem­ 
bers of his staff,” Bowen said. 
“It is easy to get in touch with 
him by phone for consultation 
on almost anything.”

Bowen, a family physician in 
Bremen before his election as 
governor 
in 
1972, 
includes 
“significant developments in 
the medical field” in his year- 
ending, 
year-beginning

mary. 
“We have improved medical 
education to the point we are 
increasing 
the

of 
physicians faster than what the 
population 
is 
increasing,’’ 
Bowen said. “We increased the 
rate of physicians by six per 
cent over the last six years and 
the rate of population growth 
was three per cent. Give us 


another five years and we will 
have the 
numbers problem 
solved but still will have the 
distribution problem.” 


“We have what we feel to be

country,”

governor said, referring to a 
comprehensive measure passed 
by the 1975 Legislature. It has 
been copied by some other 
states.

Elementary School Honored 
Board Grants Transfers, 
Hears Of More Vandalism 


The transfer of funds totaling 
nearly $7,500, a review of 
vandalism at schools in the area 
and the announcement of an 
honor for the new elementary 
school were among the issues 
covered at Tuesday night’s 
special meeting of the Rushville 
Consolidated School board of 
directors. 
Superintendent Donald Smith 
requested the transfer of funds 
from within various accounts to 
keep a “clean slate” going into 
1976. 
The largest transfers con­ 
cerned utility bills and in­ 
surance coverage for employes 
within the school system 
The largest majority of the 
transfers $4,400— was moved 
from two funds to pay for social 


security and retirement fund 
expenses for the fourth quarter 
of 1975. 
The second major transfer, 
and the reason leading to the 
special meeting according to 
Superintendent Smith, was for 
utility bills. A pair of transfers 
totaling $1,956 was approved by 
the board to pay electric and gas 
bills before the end of the year. 
Tremendous Raises 
Smith 
said 
“ tremendous 
raises" in the cost of heating 
and lighting school buildings 
during the last half of the year 
had led to higher than an­ 
ticipated expenses in these 
areas. 
Other transfers dealt with 
building and other supplies, 
maintenance agreement con­ 


tracts and employe insurance 
costs. 
The transfers were approved 
unanimously by the four board 
members present. 
Smith also turned the at­ 
tention of the members to 
vandalism at schools in the 
system during the past year. 
The hardest hit school has 
been 
Manilla 
Elementary 
School, which has been entered 
at least five times during 1975, it 
was reported Although damage 
was usually light at the school, 
the amount sometimes ran as 
high as $250, Smith reported. 
Other schools hit by vandals 
included New Salem, Mays, 
Rushville elementary and the 
local high school 
Smith said all of the school 


buildings in the system are 
checked every day of the year 
for security reasons. In ad­ 
dition, the superintendent stated 
that school administrators and 
local law enforcement officials 
are working closely in an effort 
to reduce the problem in the 
coming year. 
Smith also informed the board 
that 
the 
new 
Rushville 
Elementary School will be 
displayed at the American 
Association 
of 
School 
Administrators in February. 
An architectural contest is 
sponsored at the nation-wide 
convention every year, with 
photos and sketches of selected 
schools entered in the com 
petition. 
Smith termed the selection of 
the school as an “honor for the 
community.” He added the 
structure is being entered 
because of it’s “functional and 
flexible.” 
The exhibit entered in the 
contest will be returned to 
Rushville after the convention.

vacation 
were 
recounted for board members. 
The projects included painting, 
cleaning and the addition of 
flooring at the junior high and a 
water softener at the elemen­ 
tary school.

New County Court Judge 
Miller will be swore in New 
Year’s day at the home of 
Circuit Court Judge G. Richard 
Pile, to assume the duties 
outlined by the 1975 Indiana 
General Assembly. 
Miller will control the county 
court, a replacement for the 
J.P. Court system locally, as of 
January 2 when the office first 
opens . 
Under the system that has 
existed since statehood and 
which ends, with a couple 
exceptions, on Thursday, jus­ 
tices of the peace have handled 
the bulk of the small claims 
and misdemeanors cases. But 
the voters, in ratifying a 1970 
constitutional 
amendment, 
eliminated 
the 
JPs 
as 
a 
constitutional officer and set 
the stage for the change-over to 
a county courts system. 
Chief Justice Richard 
M 
Givan of Indiana said “the JP 
system died, so to speak, by 
reason of the amendment of the 
constitution and the expiration 
of their office and the county 
court system was devised to 
handle the workload of the 
JPS.”

is advertised at $80 to $90 for 
the works. 


The “works” include filet 
mignon and the balloons, hats 
and noisemakers traditionally 
present at these affairs. 


For those willing to settle for 
less, but eager for an evening 
out, there are clubs with such 
fanciful names as “Forbidden 
Passion,” “Cookie Jar,” and 
“Adam & Eve.” 
These feature topless per­ 
formers and promise of free 
admission,

Year novelties. What the liquor 
bill may come to is anyone’s 
guess. 


In Florida, the highest priced 
show features Bob Hope at the 
Diplomat Hotel in Hollywood, a 
suburb of Miami. Prices are 
based on how close your table 
is to the stage — $100 for 
ringside down to $35 a table 
near the kitchen door. 
The most expensive show in 
San Francisco is probably at 
Victor’s Dining room on the 
32nd floor of the St. Francis 
Hotel.

Scientists Tuesday postponed indefinitely the explosion 
of a large nuclear device — up to 50 times the strength 
of the abombs that ended World War II — until the 
weather changes. 
The explosion would have been the 17th publicly 
announced U.S. test of 1975. It was scheduled for 
Monday, postponed to Tuesday and then put off- 
indefinitely, perhaps until next week. 


13 Cents Letter A Reality

Chief Justice Warren 
Burger refused to grant a last-minute reprieve and 
allowed a postal rate increase to become effective at 
12:01 a m. local time across the country. 
At 6:10 p.m. EST Tuesday Burger denied a plea by 
bulk m ailers to block the increase indefinitely. He issued 
no opinion, merely noting on the m ailers’ appeal the 
word “denied.” 
Officially, the average 26 per cent increase on all 
classes of domestic mail is only temporary, pending a 
ruling by the independent Postal Rate Commission on 
what rates should be made permanent.

New Year 
To Be One 
Second Late 
BOULDER, Colo. (UPI) - 
New Year 1976 will be one 
second late. 
Thousands of atomic clocks 
used around the world as the 
official standards of time will 
be staggered one second tonight 
to make up for a slowdown in 
the earth’s rotation. 
“Unfortunately the earth is a 
lousy clock,” said Dr. James 
Barnes of the National Bureau 
of Standards. “Atomic clocks 
are maybe 100,000 or a million 
times more accurate than the 
spinning earth.” 
Barnes said the extra second 
will guarantee the time on 
commercial clocks will coincide 
with the atomic clocks used by 
scientists, 
navigators 
and 
television networks. 
“It s all done electronically,” 
he said. “What will happen is 
that there will be 61 impulses in 
the counting process during the 
final minute of the year in 
Greenwich, England.” 
Greenwich time is five hours 
ahead 
of 
Eastern 
Standard 
Time in the United States, so 
the “leap second” will be added 
to atomic clocks in New York 
at 5 p.m. (EST) New Year’s 
Eve. 
“All we do is flip what is 
called 
an 
‘enabling 
switch’ 
anytime during the 24 hours 
before 
we 
want 
the 
extra 
second to be 
added," 
said 
Barnes. “It’s all programmed 
in a computer and it’s very 
simple. I won’t even have to be 
here.” 
The 
“enabling switch” 
is 
simply a toggle switch inside 
the room housing the atomic 
clocks, three clock faces and a 
computer. 
Once 
the 
extra 
second is added, the switch is 
flipped back into place until the 
next time it is needed. 
This is the fourth consecutive 
year the atomic clocks have 
been 
staggered 
since 
leap 
seconds were first used 
in 
January, 
1972. Two seconds 
were added in 1972, another in 
1973 and a fourth in 1974. 
“Prior to 1972 we used what 
m ight be called ‘rubber se­ 
conds,’” 
said 
Barnes. 
“We 
simply slowed up or sped up 
the clocks to keep up with the 
earth. 
The 
system 
of 
leap 
seconds allows the clocks to run 
at a constant pace but to still 
kick in an extra second when 
we need it.”

Retrospective 


It s acutally very good that the end of the year 
follow so closely behind Christmas. The harsh reality 
of a new year beginning is what is needed to end the 
mad rush of activities that revolve around the month­ 
long end-of-year holiday season. 
Before saying goodbye to 1975, however, local 
residents should take a good look at the year—if for no 
other reason than to see how 1976 can be improved. 
Typically, reflections on a year center on some of 
the major events that have taken place from around 
the globe to down the street. 
Americans have faced a large number of grim 
headlines this year, After years of American in­ 
volvement in Asia to prevent the spread of Com­ 
munism, South Vietnam, Cambodia and Laos are now 
under Red domination. 
There is a bright side to the story, however. 
Families and groups across Indiana and the nation 
provided homes and shelter for refugees who were 
able to escape their Asian homelands in the last days 
before the Communist takeover. 
Other major stories that have captured the at­ 
tention of Americans include the search and sub­ 
sequent 
capture 
of 
Patty 
Hearst, 
multiple 
assassination attempts of political leaders, including 
President Ford, disclosures concerning questionable 
practices of both the FBI and the CIA, and still more 
Watergate news with the convictions of Mitchell, 
Haldeman, Erlichman and Mardian. 
Terrorism became one of the most used words of 
the 
year 
with 
kidnappings 
and 
related 
acts 
threatening the safety of individuals and groups 
around the world. 
From the financial fate of New York City to the 
price of eggs, tire state of the economy was another 
continuing story cif 1975. 
In the state, the 99th General Assembly convened 
and dismissed and did very little else. Attempts to 
pass the Equal Rights Amendments and permit pari­ 
mutuel betting within the Hoosier state failed. 
Just as politics played an important role in the 
nation’s year—especially challenges against Ford, 
the announcement that Rockefeller would not be a 
candidate for the vice presidency and the plethora of 
Democratic candidates—the political process was 
also important in the state. Republicans bowed to the 
Democrats in the control of city halls following the 
November elections. 
Across the nation, however, the attention was ever- 
turning to the upcoming bicentennial of America. In 
fact, a form of over-kill has almost sapped all of the 
meaning from the event before the year officially 
begins. 
Locally, major stories have played a role in Rush 
County’s history. Progress is best typified by the 
beginning of the project that will result in a new 
county jail. 
Other stories of local interest, however, include the 
campaign to assist the family of Nick Fields, who was 
injured in a fall from a tree in October, the Milroy 
bank robbery, law suits against both Public Service 
Indiana and the Public Service Commission, and the 
county itself, and election recounts and contests. 
In fact, there was a great deal happening in 1975. 
The events covered 
practically every 
emotion 
possible There seemed to be one thing missing, 
however. Throughout it all, ifs really hard to 
remember a good laugh all year. 
Above all else, that is what 1976 should bring. 
Maybe then, Americans could come to grips with at 
least some of the problems that face the nation as it 
prepares to enter its third century.

Felix Frankfurter, one of the 
greats on the Supreme Court, 
once said: 
“The history of liberty has 
largely been the history of the 
observance of procedural safe­ 
guards.” 
That quote might well be 
paraphrased to tell the history 
of the first session of the 94th 
Congress. 
Historians may little note the 
fury of the tax, energy and 
picketing battles which marked 
the session from beginning to 
end. 
History will concentrate on 
something which normally 
bores the people: how this 
Congress changed to safeguard 
democratic procedures. Those 
changes will have more lasting 
impact 
on 
Congress, 
and 
perhaps the nation, than any of 
the headline-catching confronta­ 
tions. 
At the head of the list is the 
trial run Congress gave to its 
new budget-making system. 
To the surprise of almost 
everyone, it worked. Congress 
for the first time, made a 
budget 
which 
made 
sense. 
Heretofore, it has always voted 
separately on spending bills, 
with nary a thought to where 
the money was coming from. 


This 
year’s unprecedented 
budget making linked spending 
to income like love to mar­ 
riage. It forced Congress to 
face up to deficits instead of 
having them sneak up on the 
nation. 
There also were two benefi­ 
cial spinoffs. It forced Congress 
to fix priorities for federal 
spending in order to stay within 
the self-imposed budget. 
The 
second 
windfall 
was 
much more subtle. The con­ 
gressional budget office was 
able to examine the administra­ 
tion budget in great detail and 
disagree with some of the 
estimates. 
On off-shore oil lease revenue 
for example, the congresssional 
experts, newly in office, found 
that the administration esti­ 
mate was off the mark by 
billions. It holds promise that in 
future years, Congress will be 
able to discover bookkeeping 
maneuvering which disguises 
the true situation. 
Such coverups have not been 
unknown in past administra­ 
tions. Bookkeeping shenanigans 
helped New York City on the 
road to near-bankruptcy. 
The resistance of Congress to 
President Ford’s demand for a 
spending ceiling tied to the tax 
bill can be traced 
to the 


success Congress had with its 
first experiment in realistic 
budget-making. 
In 
the 
opinion 
of 
many 
Democrats and some Repub­ 
licans, to set a spending limit 
now, in advance of the budget 
law’s new procedures, would 
have undermined 
the 
safe­ 
guards Congress had written 
into the new law. 
A second procedural change 
came in the Senate. It revised 
the filibuster rule so that with a 
membership of IOO, 60 rather 
than 67 votes were needed to 
break a filibuster aimed at 
talking a bill to death. Those 
seven votes could be crucial in 
legislation Congress will consid­ 
er approaching the 21st cen­ 
tury. It’s impact already has 
been seen. 
In the House, there also was 
a change in procedure which 
could have a profound effect on 
Congress. 
That was the decision by the 
freshman to call in committee 
chairman to report on their 
stewardship, ousting several 
despite the long-honored unwrit­ 
ten rule of seniority. 


A MISDIRECTED SENSE of 
values and priorities appear to 
dominate the thinking of many 
foundation expenditures. 
Recently, the Ford Foun­ 
dation announced a $225,000 
grant to Notre Dame University 
to conduct a study of the 
“continuing 
problems 
of 
Vietnam war deserters and 
draft evaders,’’ the military 
justice system and the failure of 
the clemency program. The 
grant comes at a time when 
unemployment for returning 
veterans who answered their 
nation’s call is running six 
percentage points higher than 
for non-veterans in the same 
age group. 
There are approximately 
600,000 jobless Vietnam era 
veterans, with nearly 500,000 
veterans of earlier wars out of 
work. Fighting in an unpopular 
war, longest in the history of our 
country, the returning veterans 
trickled back into a forgetful 
society over a span of years. 
Americans, wanting to forget 
the war, ignored the returning 
veterans instead. 
Maybe it is fitting the Ford 
Foundation selected those who 
ran and hid for the largess of the 
grant, considering the source of 
the funds. The foundation was 
formed in 1936 by Henry and 
Edsel Ford, with assets of $3.3 
billion listed in a 1963 report, 
primarily gained from gifts and 
bequests of the founders. 
HENRY FORD WAS born the 
son of a farmer, worked as a 
machinist and built his first 
motor car by hand in 1892. By 
standardizing production, 
applying 
assembly 
line 
techniques, and concentrating 
on mass distribution at a low 
market price, he revolutionized 
the automobile industry. 
He was interested in “social 
w elfare,’’ extending bonus- 
provisions for employees who 
qualified by a prescribed level 
of conduct in private lives. 
Monotony of assembly lines and 
a wage of only $2.40 for a nine 
hour work day led to large 
employee turnover, reaching 
380 percent in 1913. Ford 
workers were offered $5 for an 
eight hour day if they qualified. 
A special departm ent was 
created to visit employee homes 
and give advice on morals and 
household 
management, 
a 
prerequisite for the bonus pay. 
By the time he died in 1947, he 
had accumulated what is 
considered the largest earned 
personal fortune in history. 
Much went to the Ford Foun­ 
dation. 
Henry Ford was a sincere 
pacifist. In 1915, even before 


America entered the war, he 
sponsored and financed entirely 
at his own expense, a “peace 
ship,” to embark on a private 
mission designed to end the 
conflict and have the “boys out 
of the trenches by Christmas.” 
It proved to be a fiasco. 
IF WOULD SEEM the money 
could be better spent to make a 
study determining why those 
who stayed and served cannot 
find jobs, while those who ran 
found employment and public 
acclaim. 
It is 
not in 
the 
American tradition to lionize 
those refusing to recognize a 
duty to their country. 
Two conflicting court opinions 
will return the fair trade and 
brand advertising of alcoholic 
beverages 
to 
a 
reluctant 
General Assembly. 
Badly divided on the questions 
during the last session, many 
members hoped the problem 
would evaporate rather than 
being faced. Fair trade died 
only when time ran out rather 
than as a demonstration of 
legislative will. 
The main argument against 
eliminating fair trade and 
permitting advertising is to 
e n c o u ra g e 
te m p e ra n c e . 
Somehow it loses conviction

when advanced by those who 
stand to gain the most by ar­ 
tificial high prices and lack of 
competition. 
It 
was 
the 
argument 
advanced 
by 
representatives of the liquor 
store owners during a recent 
hearing in Indianapolis. 
IF TRUE TEMPERANCE is 
their goal, and competition in 
the open market will drive 
smaller outlets out of business, 
fewer profitable outlets will 
encourage temperance. Lack of 
availability with higher license 
fees and taxes could increase 
revenue to be used in creating 
alcoholic clinics for treatment. 
Every study proves a con­ 
firmed alcoholic will consume 
the cheapest drink with the 
highest 
possible 
alcoholic 
content, sacrificing food, family 
and friends to make the pur­ 
chase for the insidious drug 
habit. Take the profit out of the 
trade, and it will do more to 
increase temperance than all 
regulations. 
Chicago residents are now 
crossing the state line to buy 
liquor and cigarettes. An in­ 
creased Illinois alcoholic tax 
reversed the traffic pattern. 
Indiana has one of the lowest 
cigarette taxes in the nation.

Dear Dr. B.: 
Each year I point out to my 
readers that the exhilarating 
sport of skiing can be hazardous 
for novices and experts who fail 
to 
take 
heed 
of 
simple 
precautions. 


Accidents that might have 
been avoided will soon be 
evidenced by the plaster casts 
on arms and legs that usher in 
the skiing season with its 
fracture epidemic. 
Thousands of people rush to 
the 
slopes, 
overextending 
themselves after a year of rest 
from skiing. Many are in-

capacitated for weeks, and even 
months when they return. 
All skiers must slowly get into 
condition with gentle exercises 
before they get on the slopes. 
This muscle reconditioning is 
imperative for body protection. 
Equipment must be excellent. 
There is no second best if ac­ 
cidents are to be avoided. Good 
skis, well-fitting boots and well­ 
adjusted safety bindings can 
reduce the frequency and 
severity of accidents. 
Most important, each skier 
must know his own abilities and 
limitations and slowly graduate 
to the more difficult trails. 
The posted rules of safety 
must be adhered to strictly. 
There is no room for horseplay 
on even the simplest slopes. 
If an injury does occur, don’t 
play the hero and try to “work it 
out” by continuing to ski. To 
deny the discomfort is to incur 
the possibility of a relatively 
simple injury being converted 
into a complicated one.

For nearly all of us, Jan. 4 
mainly will be the last day of the 
holidays before getting back to 
our 
routine. 
However, 
astronomically, that day has 
another significance. About 6 
a m. (don’t get up early for it) 
the earth will be closer to the 
sun than it is during the rest of 
1976. This occurence results 
from the fact that the earth 
orbits our sun in an elliptical 
path rather than a circle. 
It was Kepler who first 
pointed out, in 1609, that the 
planets move about the sun in 
elliptical orbits. Actually, the 
variation in the distance from 
the sun is fairly small for the 
earth; there is a total change of 
about five million kilometers 
out of an average distance of 
nearly 150 million kilometers 
(one kilometer equals 0.62 
miles). 
It is a curious fact that the 
earth is closest to the sun during 
one of the coldest months and is 
farthest from the sun in July. 
This apparent anomaly occurs 
because 
the 
seasons 
are 
primarily controlled by the tilt 
of the earth on its axis to the sun 
and not by the distance. 
While the earth’s orbit is 
nearly circular, some of the 
other planets have orbits with 
rather large ellipticity. For 
example, Pluto has the most 
elliptical 
path. 
The 
total 
variation in its distance from 
the sun is nearly 50 per cent as

compared witn only about three 
per cent for the earth. This fact 
and other aspects of Pluto have 
led 
some 
astronomers 
to 
speculate that Pluto may not be 
a full-fledged planet but only an 
escaped former satellite of 
Neptune. 
A really diligent observer 
may be able to see the planet 
Mercury during the first week of 
January in the west, just after 
sunset, but Mercury will not be 
at its most favorable location. 
Venus rises about three hours 
before the sun and should be’ a 
brilliant object in the eastern 
sky for early risers. Mars rises 
in the east, about sunset, and is 
visible most of the night as a red 
object in the constellation 
Taurus. 
Jupiter is seen to the south, 
near sunset, and remains visible 
during the first half of the night. 
Saturn is directly opposite the 
sun in the sky (astronomically 
termed opposition) and so will 
be seen high in the south near 
midnight. 
Observers may wish to look 
for the Quadrantid meteors (in 
the first half of the evening) 
from about Jan. 2 to Jan. 4. 
These meters appear to radiate 
from the constellation Bootes. 
January phases of the moon 
are: new, 1st; first quarter, 9th; 
full, 17th; second quarter, 23rd; 
and new, 31st. This is an unusual 
month for there are five phases 
of the moon. 


NEW YORK (UPI) - Hard 
times have made company 
directors roll up their sleeves 
and go to work, a group of 
executive recruiters reports. 
Because of this the recession 
actually may have improved 
the quality of business in some 
respects, spokesmen for the 
group said. 
“In good 
times 
directors 
tended to accept management 
decisions and not get involved, 
but now that times are tough 
directors are finding them­ 
selves being held accountable 
by stockholders and the pub­ 
lic,” 
said 
Bridgford 
Hunt, 
president of the Hunt Co., New 
York. 
“I say ‘hooray’ for that,” he 
added. “It’s a healthy sign. In 
the past, in too many com­ 
panies, 
directors 
simply 
weren’t doing their job.” 
Gordon 
Rambert 
of 
the 
Chicago recruiting firm, Ram­ 
bert & Co., said default on their 
obligations was most common 
in firms with “captive boards,” 
directors under obligation to 
management who didn’t dare 
ask 
too 
many 
troublesome 
questions.” 
“But now, said Frank Oliver, 
head 
of 
Oliver 
& 
Rozner 
Associates, Inc., New York, 
“new laws and aroused public 
interest are forcing directors to 
get involved and particularly to 
take a more active hand in 
choosing new top executives. 
No 
longer 
can 
an 
aging 
chairman be sure his directors 
will rubber 
stamp his 
top 
executive choices.” 
Hunt 
said 
directors 
are 
tending to take increasingly 
critical attitudes towards an 
aging chief executive’s effort to 
nominate his own successor. 
“Instead, the board is likely to 
insist on hiring a recruiting 
firm to canvass the field first 
— 
even 
if 
the 
directors 
eventually 
may 
accept 
the 
retiring boss’s nominee.” 


The recession naturally puts 


pressure on any company’s 
outside directors. To serve on 
the board 
of 
a 
successful 
company adds luster to any 
businessman and may help 
guide him to future oppor­ 
tunities. Conversely, being on 
the board of a losing company 
can give a man a black eye. 
Actually the knife cuts deeper. 
A mass of court decisions and 
new laws in the past decade 
has substantially increased the 
legal responsibility and vulner­ 
ability of directors — particu­ 
larly 
vulnerability 
to 
stockholder class action suits 
and even consumer class action 
suits. This risk became so great 
some years ago that directors 
felt compelled to take insurance 
against judgments. The insur­ 
ance rates promptly skyrock­ 
eted, so the best protection for 
the directors is simply to make 
sure the company has good 
management. 
The degree to which directors 
are 
intervening 
more 
in 
managerial affairs was re­ 
vealed recently when a group 
of executive firms asked 125 
company presidents if relations 
with their directors had become 
a problem in the past years. 
Thirty-eight per cent answered 
“Yes.” 
Another 
recruiting firm, 
Thomas A. Buffum Associates 
of Boston said it was clear that 
disagreements 
between 
the 
board and management are 
more prevalent than only a 
year or so ago. On the other 
hand, the Buffum firm said, it’s 
also clear that chief executives 
are consulting their directors 
voluntarily to a greater degree 
than in the past. 
It adds to a rather tough 
climate for the chief executive 
whose firm is lagging in sales 
or bottom line profits, Hunt 
said. The directors decide to 
“get rid of the weaklings” in 
management and, often enough, 
“to make sacrifices to the gods. 
Someone has to pay if the 
bottom line figure isn’t there.”

As stewards of time we must know how to count 
and measure it, how to calculate and manage it, how to invest 
and redeem it. 
Some people “mark” time. Others invest it. Some people just 
“kill” time. Others redeem it. In accounting for our stewardship 
of money, talents, and opportunities, we discover that these all 
spell out the meaning of time. The question, “What is your life” 
asked by the Apostle James, is a New Year’s question for each 
one of us to put to ourselves. It is like saying, “What are your 
days investeid in?” The year ahead will challenge our steward­ 
ship concerning the precious gift of time. It is a sobering thought 
to realize that we shall account for it all—every minute of it. 
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1975 In Review - The Who, What, When, Where, Why Of Rush County

Many topnotch news stories graced the pages of the Rushville 
Republican during the year of 1975—too m any to m ention all of 
them. But there w ere some things that happened in 1975 that 
brought the entire county together, and are easily am ong the top 
IO stories of the year. 
Such is the purpose of this article, to review the top news 
stories of Rushville and Rush County for 1975. 
Many things could be considered the very top story by dif­ 
fering opinions. Therefore, we, as reporters of the news, did not 
place the IO choices in any order of im portance. Undoubtedly, 
the one of most im portance is the story that involved the in­ 
dividual reader, pnd the significance placed by that particular 
individual. 
The list contains com munity involvement, such as the Nick 
Fields Fund, and the efforts of the entire com m unity to aid the 
son of Rushville Police Captain and Mrs. Omer Fields. The 
teenager has laid in a com a since Oct. 4 after suffering injuries 
in a fall from a tree. 
Community involvement again rises to the top when speaking 
of the 1974 Rushville Lions, and their journey to the IHSAA 
Semi-State. The entire county rallied behind the team as they 
won both the Sectional and Regional crowns, and defeated 
highly-rated Muncie North in the afternoon gam e of the Semi- 
State, only to lose to Columbus North in the finals. 


Court Action 
Most of the action in the top news stories of the year took place 
in the courtroom , either literally or by actions of the court. 
The City of Rushville filed suit Nov. 20 in federal court in 
Indianapolis against the Public Service Commission of Indiana 
and the Public Service Company seeking up to $10 million in 
dam ages. 
The action followed a reported breach of contract between 
PSC and the City of Rushville, as the PSC requested and was 
granted a rate increase in Rushville. City officials argue that a 
contract with PSC, m ade when the local governm ent sold the 
local utility to PSC, included a clause that would freeze the rate 
to qualified local citizens. 
The city contends, therefore, a breach of contract occurred 
when Public Service was granted the rate increase in the local 
area. 
The case is still in process in federal court. 
M ayor Raym ond M. Gibson becam e one of the top news 
stories of the year when he w as elected for an unprecedented 
third term as the m ayor of Rushville. 
M ayor Gibson led the Republican ticket in the Novem ber 
elections, with a 3-1 plurality of votes over D em ocratic can­ 
didate L ester Pearcy. It m arked the first tim e in the histoiy of 
the city th at one m an was elected to serve as m ayor for three 
successive term s. 
Two other top news stories resulted from the November 
elections, with both cases taken to the court system . 


Election Events 
Incum bent Councilwoman R osem ary Brown will again set on 
the city council for the next term of office, on the basis of a 
previous Suprem e Court precedent. 
Mrs. Brown reportedly won the election Nov. 4 over 
D em ocratic challenger Gene Eaton by a 2-vote plurality. A 
recount of the votes, requested by Eaton in the courts and or­ 
dered by Rush Circuit Court Judge G R ichard Pile, found the 
election w as in reality a tit, with each candidate receiving 305 
votes. 
City Attorney David Malson pointed out that a Suprem e Court 
decision in 1970 said that a vacancy for an elected office did not 
exist until the incum bent had been succeeded by a qualified and 
elected replacem ent 


In a legal opinion addressed to the city council Dec. 16, Malson 
pointed out Mrs. Brown’s successor had not been duly elected 
and qualified, and she, as the incum bent, still held the council 
seat. 
The rem aining election story that w arrants m em bership in 
the top IO news stories of the year centered around the residency 
of City Judge Paul B arada. 
Residence Questioned 


A suit 
filed in Rush Circuit Court the week following the 
Novem ber elections challenged the residency of elected City 


Judge B arada. 
The suit contested the election of B arada and was filed by 
M artha Perin, Rush County D em ocratic Vice-Chairman. It 
listed his residency as the point of question. 
B arada claim s a legal residency a t 519 N. Perkins in R ush­ 
ville, while D em ocratic leaders contend that his legal residence 
is R. I, Rushville, thus m aking him ineligible to run for the city 


post. 
This m atter rem ains in court, aw aiting a decision on B aradals 
legal residence. 
The final court-related top news story centers around the 
adm inistrators of the estates of two county women killed in a 
collision involving a county highway truck Jan. 7. 
Gary E vans and M ark Munden, adm inistrators of the estates 
of Opal Irene Hancock and Kathleen Jo Munden, filed separate 
suits in early August seeking over $303,500 against Rush County 
Com m issioners E arl F. P riest, C harles Amick, and M arvin 
VanN atta, and George O. Robbins, driver of the county highway 
truck involved in the double fatality. 


The suit was the result of two of eight fatalities recorded in 
Rush County during the past year. T hat figure is com pared with 
five during 1974. 
Mrs. Hancock and her daughter, M rs. Munden, were the first 
fatalities recorded for 1975 on Jan. 7. 
They w ere killed when the ca r they w ere riding in and a Rush 
County highway truck both reportedly failed to stop a t a 4-way 
intersection due to ice-coated roads. 
The accident occurred at the intersection of CR 900N and 900W 
in Ripley Township. 
Mrs. Hancock was the driver of the car and was en route east 
on CR 900N a t the sam e tim e G eorge O. Robbins, Jr., 26, R. I, 
driver of the truck, w as en route north on CR 900W. 
Third Fatality 
Rush County’s third fatality was recorded seven days later 
when a 78-year old m otorist’s pickup truck slam m ed into a 
tractor-trailer that w as reportedly m aking a U-turn. 
Bonnell H. Boring, R. 4, was killed instantly Jan. 14, when he 
was pinned in the w reckage of his pickup, which was trapped 
beneath the trailer of the semi. 
The driver of the sem i-trailer, Willie D. Shepherd, 42, 
Dunkirk, Ohio, was attem pting to turn the rig around near the 
M ar-Jon Motel, a short distance south of Rushville, when the 
tractor becam e stuck on the bern of the highway. 
Boring, approaching from the north, apparently failed to see 
the obstruction across the highway, until im m ediately before 
im pact, it was reported. 
Mother Killed 
A young m other was Rush County’s fourth fatality when she 
lost control of her ca r on M arch 19 and hit a tree. Her 4-year-old 
son, who was a passenger in the car, w as treated and released at 
Rush M em orial Hospital. 
Cynthia Yazel, 24, R. 4, died instantly of a broken neck when 
she apparently lost control of her car while en route west on CR 
450 South, approxim ately 5 l 2 m iles southeast of Rushville, and 
slam m ed head-on into a tree on the south side of the road. 
Her son, M ichael, w as ridftig in the front seat, but was not hurt 
seriously. 


A wild chase through northern Rush County on June 17 
resulted in Rush County’s fifth traffic fatality for the year when 
a Greenfield m an w as run over by a car in which he had been a 
passenger. 
Donald Stahl, 36, Greenfield, died when he was run over by a 
car after State Trooper Robert Colley stopped the vehicle along 
a street in Carthage. 
According to Cooley, a chase involving the c a r had originated 
in the C arthage area com m unity about a half hour before Stahl 
was killed. 
The vehicle was finally stopped in C arthage but when the 
driver apparently attem pted to evade the officer, he reportedly 
backed the car over Stahl. Stahl had been one of four occupants 
in the car, but was reportedly attem pting to flee on foot when the 
accident occurred. 
The driver of the vehicle was arrested on several charges, as 
were the three other people in the car. 
The chase apparently began with the Knightstown Police 
departm ent and C arthage Town M arshall before Cooley joined 
in. 
Head-On Crash 
A 64-year old Glenwood m an becam e Rush County’s sixth 
fatality when his car crashed head-on into a tree just east of 
Rushville on Indiana 44. 
Donald S. Brooks, 309 North Main, Glenwood, died in the 
em ergency room at Rush M em orial Hospital July 9 from 
m assive chest injuries suffered when his vehicle left the high­ 
way and collided with a tree on the north side of the highway. He 
had been traveling east a t the time. 
Brooks was reportedly conscious a t the scene and was rushed 
quickly to the hospital w here attem pts to save his life failed. 
Rush County’s seventh and eighth fatalities w ere recorded as 
a double fatality when a m other and her young daughter were 
killed as their c a r and a fuel oil truck collided Oct. 31. 
Mrs. M axine Kline, 41, C arthage, was pronounced dead at the 
scene, and her 4-year-old daughter, Jeanette, died a week later 
from injuries she suffered when they w ere pinned in the 
wreckage. 
The accident happened when a fuel oil truck, driven by David 
F. VanHoy, 38, Knightstown, apparently failed to yield the right 
of way to the Kline auto, which was traveling south on CR 400W. 
VanHoy was en route east on CR 700N. 
The child w as transferred to Riley Hospital for Children in 
Indianapolis w here she died Nov. 7. 
VanHoy was also taken to an Indianapolis hospital for 
treatm ent. 
Community Project 
Rush County citizens opened their hearts and pocketbooks 
recently, as the entire com m unity, along with the people 
throughout the state, worked together and raised over $25,000 
for a Rushville couple who has a 14-year-old son unconscious in 
the hospital since Oct. 4. 
Nick Fields, son of Rushville City Police Captain and Mrs. 
Omer Fields and brother of M ark, has been unconscious since 
he fell from a w alnut tree while helping his fellow classm ates 
collect walnuts for the Fellowship of Christian Athletes. 
A fund for the injured teenager w as set up for one week in 
D ecem ber during which contributions were received from local 
people and businesses as well as from people throughout In­ 
diana and m any out-of-staters who read of the Fields fam ily’s 
plight. 
The boy’s hospital and related costs to the fam ily have been 
trem endous, especially during his stay in the Indianapolis 
hospital, w here his fam ily stayed with him day and night. 
He has since returned to the local hospital where he is 
reportedly showing som e signs of im provem ent. 
The fund drive concluded Dec. 18 with a benefit basketball 


gam e in which TV and radio personalities from Indianapolis and 
Rushville opposed the Rushville All-Stars a t M emorial gym ­ 
nasium. 
The money raised so far has been turned over to the Fields 
family to use on the m edical expenses that are continuously 
growning. 


Bank Robbed 
The town of Milroy m ade the news during the month of 
November when a Falm outh man held up the RNB branch 
there. 
The Milroy Branch of Rushville National Bank was robbed of 
approxim ately $25,000 and Clyde Cope, 51, Falm outh, was 
arrested shortly afterw ards with the money in his possession. 
Cope was sentenced to two-20-year term s to be served con­ 
currently after changing his plea of not guilty to guilty. 
He was charged with bank robbery and com mission of a 
felony while arm ed with a deadly weapon. He w as found guilty 
by Judge G. R ichard Pile in Rush Circuit Court Dec. 4 
The convicted robber was arrested Nov. 5 in Franklin County 
shortly after the Milroy bank had been held up a t gun point. 


Sheriff Appointed 
Form er Chief Deputy M arvin Hedrick was appointed to serve 
as Rush County’s Sheriff following the death of Sheriff Minor T. 
(Ted) Owens Nov. IO. 
Sheriff H edrick w as sworn in by County Clerk F rances N orris 
following his appointm ent at a special m eeting of the Rush 
County Board of Com missioners. 
The late Sheriff Owens died Nov. IO following an illness of one 
year. 
Owens had been elected to the post as Rush County Sheriff in 
1970 and was re-elected in the fall of 1974. He led the Republican 
ticket in the 1974 elections for county offices. 
Sheriff Hedrick began his duties as a deputy sheriff in May, 
1970, under form er sheirtt B ert George. He was promoted to the 
rank of chief deputy in 1971 when Sheriff Owens took over his 
newly elected office. 
H edrick’s term will expire Dec. 31, 1978. It has been reported 
that Rush County has the youngest sheriff and one of the 
youngest sheriff’s departm ent in the State of Indiana. 


Jail Project Begins 
Work has finally begun on the new county jail which will 
replace the present overcrowded two-story structure. 
The blueprints show it to be an “ L-shaped” structure resting 
just west of the present m ore-than-century-old jail, located a t 
the southeast corner of the courthouse. It will be built on one 
floor with living q uarters for the sheriff to be included in a 
separate second story area. 
The largest detention area will be the eight-cell adult m ale 
cell block, which is adjacent to the three-cell m axim um security 
area. Another five cells are designated for use by juvenile 
males. A “drunk tank” is also included. 
There are four cells designated for fem ale adults, with 
another three for juvenile females. 
Funding for the project will come from three separate 
sources. 
The architects plan to have the new jail com pleted within 
sixteen months. 
Below is a look at som e of the events that m arked Rush 
County in 1975. Many relate to the m ajor stories of the year. 
From advances in farm ing to the demolition of Webb School, the 
year was varied and pointed to even bigger things in 1976.

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O. J. Simpson Named UPI 
AC Player Of The Year 


NEW YORK (UPI) - O.J. 
Simpson, who seems to find 
another record to break every 
year, today capped off a season 
in 
which 
he 
scored 
more 
touchdowns than any player in 
National Football League histo­ 
ry by being named 
United 
Press International’s American 
Conference Player of the Year 
for 1975. 
The Buffalo Bills’ star, who 
led the NFL in rushing for the 
second time in the last three 
years, scored 23 touchdowns 
this season, breaking the record 
of 22 set by Chicago’s Gale 
Sayers in 1965. 
He easily 
won 
the 
AFC 
Player Award for the third 
time in the last four years, 
being named on 26 on the 39 
ballots by UPI’s panel of pro 
football writers, three from 
each 
conference 
city. 
Only 
three other players received 
votes. Pittsburgh’s Terry Brad­ 
shaw was second with six, 
Cincinnati’s Ken Anderson re­ 
ceived five and Baltimore’s 
Lydell Mitchell two. 
“First of all, I’m flattered,” 


Simpson said. “Obviously, ev­ 
eryone going out on the football 
field wants to be the best and 
when he’s recognized as the 
best in the field, it feels really 
good. I hate to use the cliche 
but it’s a fact — you’re only as 
good as the players around you 
and we had the best offensive 
team in football. One of the 
disappointments of the season 
was that we didn’t go any 
farther than we did ” 


Injuries, especially on defen­ 
se, crushed the Bills’ title hopes 
and they finished third in the 
AFC East at 9-5. 
Simpson gained 1.817 yards, 
nearly 600 more than his closest 
rival, Franco Harris of Pitts­ 
burgh. He averaged 5.52 yards 
per carry and also caught 28 
passes for 426 yards, averaging 
better than 15 yards per catch, 
for his best season of total 
offense, 2,243 yards. 
The 1,000-yard season was his 
fourth in a row and it was the 
third best rushing total by an 
NFL back. Only his own record 
of 2,003 and former Cleveland 


star Jim Brown’s 1,863 su r­ 
passed Simpson’s 1975 output. 
Simpson also moved from 
sixth to fourth on the NFL’s all- 
time list of ground-gainers. He 
trails only Brown, Jim Taylor 
and Joe 
Perry 
and 
should 
overtake Taylor and Perry next 
season. 
His 
eight 
100-yard 
games this season gave him a 
career total of 32 
100-yard 
games, second best to Brown. 
His 227-yard effort against 
the Steelers 
tied 
him 
with 
Brown for most 200-yard games 
at four. Simpson also had a 197- 
yard games against Cincinnati.
